For  tliose  who  cry  for  legali¬ 
zation  of  liquor,  we  cite  the  fig¬ 
ures  below  concerning  conditions 
in  Virginia,  where  it  is  legal. 

Total  jail  commitments  in  1944 
(year  ending  June  30)  were  70.077 
but  for  the  year  ending  June  30, 
1953  they  were  113,450  or  an  in¬ 
crease  of  116  per  cent.  Arrests  for 
drunkenness  increased  from  22,- 
898  to  43,897  or  an  increase  of 
1 91  per  cent. 

Arrests  for  drunk  and  disor¬ 
derly  were  2.279  and  for  t953  they 
were  4,862  or  an  increase  of  213 
per  cent.  Arrests  for  dunken  driv¬ 
ing  were  1895.  but  in  1953  they 
were  6.114  or  an  increase  of  322 
per  cent. 

In  other  words,  legalizing  liquor 
increases  its  use  a*  well  as  the 
abuses  which  it  causes.

Bible  Lesson:  John  17, 


true  light,  that  men  may  see  in  it 
the  infinite  love  of  God  Also  let 
there  appear  as  much  as  the  soul 
of  man  may  take  in  of  the  unspeak¬ 
able  love  of  the  Son  for  the  Father. 
Let  men  see  the  real  glory  of  the 
cross  wherewith  the  Father  gilds 
this  rude  cross  on  which  the  Prince 
of  Glory  mounts  again  to  the  throne 
whence  He  descended  that  by  this 
rough  and  thorny  path  of  ascent 
He  might  bear  up  with  Him  a 
saved,  a  redeemed,  a  purified  hu¬ 
manity.  and  in  His  person  seat  that 
humanity  on  the  throne  of  this  vast 
universe.

This 
wtll  require  raising  several  mi'lion 
dollars  church  loan  fund  to  help 
the  new  churches  build  adequate 
bous-s  of  worship.
